After the meeting in Chicago 
called by the Anti-Defamation 
League and the American Jewish 
Committee for elected leaders in 
Jewish communities throughout 
the country (sorry I am honor 
bound not to tell you of the pro- 
ceedings) I felt that the cause of 
unity in American Jewish life, in- 
sofar as any hope for that end 
through the General Jewish Coun- 
cil was concerned, was a dead 
issue. Consequently, just to chrys- 
talize the new status, and to pro- 
vide perhaps a basis for a new 
start, I wired the following tele- 
gram to the following national 
Jewish leaders:

take the bit into its mouth) was 
quite hopeful.

An Indiana Synagogue Conference 


ECENTLY there was held in Michigan the 

fourth annual meeting of the Michigan 
Synagogue Federation. The deliberations, joined 
in by Orthodox, Conservative and Reform rab- 
bis and lay leaders, covered the many problems 
of the synagogue, especially those brought 
about by war. 

For several years now The Post has urged 
the formation of a Rabbinical Society in Indiana 
for common deliberations on common problems, 
in the same manner of similar groups in other 
states. Nothing has come of this suggestion, 
because no one has been willing to assume the 
initiative, although privately almost every 
rabbi in Indiana approves of the idea. 

Indiana recently added a new congregation, 
the one in Kokomo (this Temple will be com- 
pleted shortly) bringing the number to over 20 


in the state. Through The Post, Indiana com- 
munities have drawn much closer together, so 
that the time is propitious, for the calling to- 
gether of such a body. 


Rabbis of Indiana cannot continue to ex- 
press misgivings about the dominance of lay 
groups over the activity in our Jewish commu- 
nity, and at the same time refuse to organize to 
discuss the problems which are common to all. 


The Post believes that any public call for 
such meetings will meet with immediate and 
widespread acceptance. What is lacking only 
is the first step. If enough response is forth- 
coming from this editorial, The Post would be 
glad to call such a meeting, either for a rab- 
binical conference or a synagogue federation or 
both, in the near future.

We Should Defend Ourselves, Henri Bern- 
stein Tells American Jewish Congress Women’s 
Division Convention—We must not fear anti- 
Semitism. We must lick it. When Ralph Inger- 
soll wrote his superb editorial in PM, in answer 
to the anti-Semitic orgy of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, several of my Jewish friends said, 
“How fortunate Ingersoll is a Gentile.” 


Why? Can’t we defend ourselves? Must we 
believe that Jews were born to be despoiled, 
tortured and killed? I don’t. I don’t believe, 
either, as many well-intentioned people do, that 
a Jew is lucky when he just manages to save 
his own skin. I believe still less that is is wise 
or smart—or “dignified” as some people put it— 
to remain silent while courageous Gentiles are 
fighting for our cause and then thank them. 


To begin with, why are we thankful to the 
Gentiles who support us? It is not gratitude we 
owe them. It is esteem. The esteem we owe to 
those who defend the tenets of common de- 
cency. 


I am an old fighter. I ask no one to do any- 
thing I have not done myself. I have always 
struck back at my enemies as hard as I could. 
And they were powerful enemies, with heavy 
backing, while I was alone. But I was not 
alone when I had fought them to a finish. In 
1914, although a very sick man at that time, I 
enlisted in spite of great difficulties. I fought 
with the British troops in Flanders and I flew 
in Macedonia with the French. I mention this 
only because of what I want to say to you. 

It is so much easier to fight than to brood 
over the dangers that threaten you. And it is 
much more practical.

bert, don’t you know you’ve got to be at Sun- 
day school at 9 and it’s now exactly 8:37”. ... 
“Gilbert, you’ve got only 17 minutes to get to 
Sunday school; it’s 8:43”. . . Until, at 8:45, Gil- 
bert sat up, rubbed his eyes, yawned. ... “Gil- 
bert, you have only 15 minutes. 

After that, it was a matter of hurrying Gil- 
bert into his pants and shoes, of rushing his face 
through its ablutions, of pouring a glass of milk 
down his throat, of speeding him through the 
streets to Sunday school. (One Sunday morn- 
ing Mr. Zilch was arrested for speeding at 50 
miles an hour while carrying Gilbert to Jewish 
learning.) 

But after this Shevuoth it’s all over. Gilbert, 
who has arrived at the age of 13, is being con- 


firmed in the temple which amounts to being 
admitted formally into the house of Israel. By 
confirmation Gilbert becomes a man in Israel 
Mr. Zilch feels his Jewish education is complete, 
thank Goodness. No more being awakened at 
8 on Sunday, no more wrestling with Gilbert to 
get him out of bed, no more of having to fly 
through the streets with him to the seat of 
Jewish education. Mr. Zilch wilk sleep late 
every Sunday. He is very grateful for this 
Shevuoth. 

(I have gone so deeply into the intimacies of 
Zilch life on Sunday morning for the purpose 
of presenting a portrait of Jewish education a la 
mode in many a family.)

MRS. RALPH LURIE DIES

Hollander has had reports of the 
Chicago ADL-Committee meet- 
ing. 

After writing at length about 
the present situation and its back- 
ground, Mr. Hollander wrote: “T 
know. you’re convinced that noth- 
ing worth-while is going to come 
of our efforts, and maybe you're 
right. If so, I’d be the last to deter 
you from writing any kind of an 
article you want: but for the mo- 
ment I suggest that you hold your 
ammunition until the results of 
the battle are known.” 

Mr. Hollander and I differ on 
our appraisal of this phase of the 
American Jewish scene, he believ- 
ing that the national Jewish or- 
ganizations will listen to reason- 
ing. I believe along with the Cin- 
cinnati Jewish community and 
most of the membership of the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds 
and Federations, that the organi- 
zations will have to be forced by 
real pressure to submerge their 
differences and work together. I 
believe that either the Welfare 
Funds and Federations or the 
B’nai Brith can force this unity 
at any time they wish to display 
real leadership. Neither the 
American Jewish Committee of 
the American Jewish Congress 
are powerful enough to withstand 
the often-expressed demands of 
the American Jewish public. But 
thus far, these demands have 
been side-tracked by the Welfare 
Funds and Federations group 
and the B'nai’ Brith, both of 
which, by refusing to take a de 
termined and public stand one 
way or another block and coh 
fuse public opinion. 

What reader of The Post doesn't 
believe that the B’nai B'rith is the 
real power on the American Jew 
ish scene. In every city and ham 
let there is a B’nai B'rith lodge 
which dominates the community 
by its achievement and activity. 
@f course, the Welfare Funds and 
Federations would be a more rep 
resentative group, but it is man 
aged unfortunately by idealistie 
liberals who seem afraid of de 
cisions, although democracy to be 
effective must move, not sta 
nate. 

Let either the B’nai B'rith # 
the Welfare fund group deny that 
the American Jewish communilf 
wants the defense agencies # 
unite along the same lines as tht 
United Jewish Appeal, then let 
them deny that either of them, if 
it sets its foot down, can’t for® 
the other bodies to drink. 
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
